THE NATIONAL COLORED PRESS ASSOCIATON 


Bosrox, June 19, 1881. 
In a recent issue of the New York 


vertisement that the National Oolored 
Press Assuciation was to hold ite an- 
nual session in Washington, D. C., on 
the 27th, 28th and 29th instant. To 
obtain desired information relative to 
the objects of this organization, the 
Bre representative called upon Lieu- 
tenant Howard Smith, of the Boston 
Evening Star, oneofeur most prominent 
and influential white papers here, and 
found that gentleman busily engaged 
in his duties, but not too much so, to 
grant the Bee an interview. Having 
made known our desire to Lieutenant 
Smith, he made the following statement 
relative to the subject: iam glad Mr. 
Bez, to seo you; what I know about 
the National Colored Press Association 
since it has been organized is little, if 
anything. What I know I tave merely 
— through the colored press and 

ch reports have been more meagre 
than I naturally expected to see, con- 
sidering the grandeur of the object. 
While I will in my statements, be unin- 
tentionally personal, I will tell you 
what little I know. In 1878, I conceiv- 
ed the idea that it would be an advan- 
tage to the colored papers of this 
country if they could organize a press 
association similar to the many news 
bureaus in existence among the white 
elements. I placed my ideas on paper 
and they duly appeared in the Boston 
Observer, the same year. No apparent 
interest seemed at the time to be mani 
fested, and in the August issue of the 
Boston Co operator, 1879, I again advo- 
eated the colored press association is- 
sue, and favored that the colored 
journals throughout the country should 
assemble in convention in Washington, 
on Monday, June 14, 1880, a4 12 u., and 
remain in session three days. I took no 
farther steps in the matter, and just 
before a meeting of the colored journ- 
alists was held, [saw a notice of the 
intentions to meet, ina colored paper. 
[ received no formal notice of the 
meetingas | might naturally have ex- 
ted, having been con ei with 


« vrganization had been

Mine Hill Gap have been 
excitement over a monster make that 
lives in the abandoned working of the 
old May flower Colliery, a few miles from 
this place. On Thursday evening the 
Rev. Alfred R. Rossiter drove wildly Op 
to the Mansion House and declar 

that while pabeing Oarey's north 
of the Gap, he saw a snake between 
thirty and forty feet long and as thick 
as the body of an ordinary man winding 
ifs way down the mountain side, fol- 
lowed by a wriggling stream of- small 
roptiles The monster moved very 


to raise its head several feet above 1 
ground and utter a peculiar whirring | 
sound, As Mr. Rossiter was on the op- 
posite’ side of the rayine, and within | 
three hundred yards of the snakes, he 
had an excellent view of them. The 
snakes disappeared in the black mouth of 
the Mayflower tunnel, and the astonish- 
ed witness drove here with all speed to 
tell his remarkable story. His hearers 
were inclined to be skeptical at first, 
but his manner was so earnest that an 
armed party, headed by Captain Daniel 
Derr, went to Carey's patch in search of 
evidence corroborative of Mr. Roesiter’s 
statement. All their doubts vanished 
when they crossed the ravine below 
Carey's patch, and in the mad found the 
trail of the huge reptile. ‘The trail was 
a trifle over thirteen inches wide, and 
the impress in the mud an inch deep. 
The hunters followed the trail of the 
eerpent up to the.mouth of the tunnel, 
where they held a caueus, and decided 
to return to Minersville and send to 
Shenandoah for “Rattlesnake Tom,” an 
old man who has for years earned a liv- 
ing by killing snakes for their oil. 
at night nothing was talked of but 
the big snake. On Friday morning 
David William Williams, a miner, saw 
the serpent come out of a ‘‘cave-in” 
above the mouth of the Mayflower tun- 
nel and coil itself on a little 
near by. He says it is about thirty-five 
feet long, nearly two feet thick and 
covered with black, red snd green 
scales, each of which is as large as the 
palm of a man’s hand. 
adorned with a yellow crest, and its 
eyes are large and fiery. When 
liams first saw the snake he, for safety, 
clambered up Sagarman’s old breaker, 
fifty yards away, and from that struc- 
ture looked down on the monster. Its 
head was held erect, and Williams in- 
sists that its hissing could have been 
heard a quarter ofa mile. A few min- 
utes after the big snake made its ap- 
a perfect ball of rattlesnakes 
came rolling out of the tunnel. The 
strange ball was composed of thirty or 
forty rattlers, each measuring from 
three to five fect in length, and so 
twisted and twined and locked togeth- 
er were they that it appeared as though 
they would never be able to separate 
themselves. They got apart, however, 
with rémarkable celerity and quickly 
ranged themselves in atwenty-foot cir- 
cle, in the center of which, with head 
erect, glaring eyes and rising crest, was 
ogiled the king snake,” as people here 
call it. The perfect silence which 
lasted a moment or two after the circle 
was formed was broken by a — 


eyes became much enlarged, the yel- 
low crest swelled to dou dle its former 
size, while its head and that portion of 
its body that was upright swayed to and 
fro in perfect time with the rattling. 
The most remarkable thing was that 
every snake stopped rattling at the 
same instant. 

Three of the largest rattlers thea left 
the circle, and approached the king, 
rattli as they went. Reavhing his 
body their tails became silent, and he, 
hissing loudly, moved down the hill to 
the platforms below the breaker. The 
rattlers followed in his track, but made 
no noise. Reaching the platforms, the 
king snake stationed himself on the 
south side, which is open and much 
fallen into decay. The small snakes 
went under the platforms and buildings 
from the north side. A minute or two 
after all tite snakes, except the big one, 

disa a terrific rattling 
began under the building. This was 
evidently a signal, as the king snake 
raised his head and glared at the opeu- 
ing before him. An instant later ont 
darted a rat, to be picked up and 
bolted alive and kicking by the waiting 
monster. Half a dozen rats, driven 
from their nests by the rattlesnakes, 
came out, and were snatched 
up by the serpeat much in the same 
way that a chicken picks up corn. 
When odd rats had been 
devoured the ratilers made tbeir 
appearance, and, after re the 
circle performance ref to above, 
they wriggled off in single file down 
the valley, making a procession fully 
two handred feet long.

Charles Bach, of Toledo, Ohio, who mur- 
dered his wife in October last, has been con- 
victed of murder in the first degree and sen- 
tenced to be hanged on October 30. 


„ The following losses by fire have been re- 
ported by telegraph: At Glasden, Alabama, 
sixteen business houses, $50,000 ; insurance 
$10,000. At Boston Highlands, Massachusetts, 
Remick’s cotton-waste mill, $6,000 ;-nineteen 
men were caugbe under falling and nine 
or ten seriously injared. At Wfilias’s, Texas, 
twenty buildings, $75,000. t Schofield’s 
Mills, Hazleton’s mill, $75,000. At Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, stables of Sawin’s Express 
Company, $7,500; two colored hostlers were 
burned to death and thirteen horses. 


A dispatch from Warren county, Ohio, says 
that the army worm is playing havoc with the 
barley in that section. Some of the farmers 
attempted to get advantage of the worms by 
harvesting their bariey, though green, but in 
this they are being defeated and have quit cut- 
ting, for the sheafs would no sooner be bound 
than the worms would gather in it, and as 
soon ae the shock was put up they would 
cover it and eat the grain. 

Kansas City, Missouri, was visited by a ter- 
rible storm, inflicting damage estimated at 
$200,000. 

Eisht miles south of Geneseo, Illinois, after 
preparing dinner for her husband and a hired 
man, and while they were eating, Mrs, Lin- 
quest took her son, aged five years, toa corn- 
crib near the house, cut his throat, and then 
killed herselt. No cause is known for the act, 
but the woman is believed to have been in- 
sane.

At Kelly’s Tunnel, Tuscarora county, Ohic, 
while men were blasting rocks, a premature 
explosion killed one man, broke both arms 
and tore out the eyes of another, and serious- 
ly, if not fatally, injured several more. 

At San Francisco, the British steamer, Es- 
cambria, loaded with wheat, put to sea bound 

for St. Vincent, Portugal. Information from 
the signal at Point Lobos has been ived 
that when about five miles of the heads the 
steamer capsized and sank, and so far as 
known all hands were lost. 

Mre. Dunmire, Guiteau’s divorced wife, de 
nies that she wrote a letter to Mr. Reed ask- 

ing for Guiteau's pardon. 

The Parneli-Dillon Land League of St. Louis 
has adopted resolutiens encouraging the Irish 
women of Ameria to stand by their country, 
and condemning the Bishop of Cleveland for 
threatening to ex-communicate women in his 
diocese attending meetings of the league. 

Mr. Michael Davitt made a speech at the 
Academy of Music in New York to a small 
audience. In explanation of the meagre at- 
tendance it is said that there is some dissatis- 
faction among the local Irish organizations 
growing out of Mr. Davitt’s reception. Among 
those present were Nelson J. Waterbury and 
Mrs. Parnell. Mr. Davitt explained his views 
on the land question, and denied there was 
any dissension between himself and Mr. Par- 
nell. 

The Johnson harvester works, of Brockport, 
were burned recently. The loss is estimated 
at about $500,000; insured for $200,000 in 
thirty-five companies. Four hundred and 
fifty men are thrown out of employment. 

An appeal for aid is made for the sufferers 
by the recent terrible storm in Iowa. Hun- 
dreds of persons were killed or wounded, and 
many left homeless. 

The latest advices from Oregon put the Re 
publican majority in the Legislature on joint 
ballot at seventeen.

He and his party were disarmed and sent back 
to Arizona. 

The Eagle Mills at Glastonbury, Connecti- 
cut, have been burned.

Washington: 

After a continuous Session of eight hours, 
the House of Representatives passed the river 
and harbor bill by a vote of 119 to 41. But 
little change has been made in the bill as re- 
ported by the committee. Only one amend- 
ment involving a change in the amount of the 
appropriation was agreed to, this being an 
item of $25,000 for the impreremer.t of the 
Great Kannawha river in West Virginia. 

Justice Bradley, of the United States Su- 
preme Court, has refused the application of 
Guiteau's counsel foc a writ of habeas corpus, 
holding that the court by which Guiteau was 
tried had full jarisdiction. 

The trade dollar seems to be doomed, the 
House of Representatives having passed a bill 
authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
receive, until the 1st of July, 1884, trade dol- 
lars upon presentation, and to give in exchange 
for them standard silver dollars. The law re- 
peals all laws authorizing the coinage of the 
trade dollar. 

Mr. Kelly introduced in the House a bill 
abolishing the tax on tobacco, snuff, cigars 
and cigarettes, to take effect January 1, 1884. 
The bill was referred to the committee on ways 


and means. 
The nominations for members of the tariff 


committee were confifmed by the Senate by 
the unexpectedly large vote of 31 to 21. Sen- 
ators Brown, of Georgia, Davis, of West Vir- 
ginia, and Gorman and Groome, of Maryland, 
voted in the affirmative, with twenty-seven re- 
publicans, and Mr. Van Wyck, voted no, with 
twenty democrats.

Paddock, of Nebraska, George L. Godfrey, of 
Indiana, James P. Pettigrew, of Arkansas, and 
Ambrose B. Carlton, of Indiana, as members 
of the Utah commission. 


Foreign News: 

Anarchy still prevails in Egypt. The Khe- 
dive’s government has migrated from Cairo to 
Alexandria. All the foreign residents have 
left Cairo, and those that have not left the 
country are seeking safety under the guns of 
the English and French fleets in the harbor of 
Alexandria. The Eastern Cable Company has 
closed its Cairo office. A call has been made 
on the Sultan of Turkey for 18,000 troops to 
preserve the peace in Egypt. The Englisb 
channel fleet bas sailed for the East, and al 
the vessels of the Mediterranean squadron of 
the United States navy are en route for Alex- 
andria. A German gunboat has been ordere 
to proceed to the same destination. 

Germany strongly advises the Porte to as- 
sent to the holding of a conference. 

Prince Lobanoff will succeed M. D'Oubril 
as Russiam ambassador to Austrian-Hungary. 

The American school-ship, St. Mary's, has 
arived at Lisbon. 

The New York Herald has received a dis- 
patch from Mr. W. H. Gilder, the correspond- 
ent late with the Rodgers, which contains ad- 
ditional particulars concerning the finding of 
the bodies of Commander De Long’s party by 
Engineer Melville.

In the United States Senate Mr. Hoar intro- 
duced a bill to provide for the ormance of 
the duties of the office of President in case of 
the removal, resignation, inability or death 
both of the President and Vice-President.

Deadly Werk of the Cyclone. 

A tornado swept through central Iowa from 
northwest to southeast, from twenty miles 
north of Des Moines. The town of unell 
was struck by it and half of the place was left 
in ruins. A special dispatch from Grinnell 
says: 

The surgeons now report that forty-one are 
dead at Grinnell, and that five or six more 
cannot possibly live. Diegan, the Rock Island 
Railread conductor, is dead. The surgeons 
report that the namber of wounded exceeds 
one hundred and fifty, and the number of 
houses destroyed is between one hundred and 
forty and one hundred and fifty. The total 
loss of n is now estimated at $600,000. 
It is feared that the number of deaths at 
Grinnellwill reach seventy-five. The path of 
the tornado is well defined as having been 
about twenty-five miles long and half a mile 
wide, extending five miles northwest of Grin- 
nell and twenty miles southeast.” 

A terrible cyclone passed over Malcom, 
Iowa. Seven ladies have been found dead, 
and the wounded are numerous, Five of the 
best business houses, including the Gazette 
office, are demolished, and both churches and 
one-third of the dwelling houses in town are 
flat or badly damaged.
